Purpose 

This list is intended as a guide for those purchasing 
books and periodicals for Grades 7 and 8 students. 
Although materials such as filmstrips, pictures, and re- 
cordings intended for student use are important to a 
school library, they are not included in this collection. 
For a guide to the purchase of these, please refer to the 
publication “Audio-Visual” available from the Audio- 
Visual Section of the Ontario Department of Education, 
559 Jarvis Street, Toronto, Ontario. 


Arrangement of Entries 

Non-fiction books are classified according to the Dewey 
Decimal Classification, 9th abridged edition. Numbers 
given are suggested numbers only. Librarians may wish 
to make certain changes to be consistent with the 
numbers being used in their libraries. 


Fiction books are arranged alphabetically by the 
surname of the author. 


Form of Entry 


1. Author: Each book is listed in its section by author or 
editor, or by title where there is no known author. 


2. Title: The title appears in upper case following the 
author’s name. 


3. Publishers: The original publisher of each title is 
listed. It is recommended that a check be made with the 
up-to-date copy of Canadian Publishers’ Directory 
published by Quill and Quire, 443 Mount Pleasant Road, 
Toronto 7, Ontario to obtain the name of the Canadian 
agent handling the book. 


4. Date: The date given is the latest copyright date. 


5. Price: Prices are approximate at the time of prepara- 
tion. The trade price is listed first. When a book is also 
available in library binding this price follows the trade 
price.

6. Grade Level: No grade level is given in this list be- 
cause all books listed are suitable for Grades 7 and 8 
students. It will be necessary to choose from books 
suggested in The School Library Collection, Curriculum 
P2, J2, Kindergarten and Grades 1-6, to provide addi- 
tional material. Books listed in The School Library Col- 
lection, Curriculum P2, J2, give suggested grade levels, 
for example, 5-8 means that the book can be read by the 
average Grade 5 student but that it is of interest to 
students in Grade 8. 


Books appearing in The School Library Collection, 
Curriculum P2, J2, considered of particular value for 
Grades 7 and 8 are also given in this list. To avoid a 
great deal of duplication, however, few titles are re- 
peated except in the Professional Reference section. 


How To Order 
Books may be ordered directly from the Canadian 
agent, from a jobber, or from a local book store. When 
ordering, include the following information: author’s 
name, complete title, edition if known, original pub- 
lisher, and the price. If you want the reinforced library 
edition please indicate or the regular edition may be 
sent. 

Since, for many reasons, orders may take from one to 
six months before the books are received by the librar- 
ians, the following might be taken into consideration: 


1. Place the bulk of your orders early in the new year so 
that items which are out-of-stock (O/S) or out-of-print 
(O/P) may be replaced on a future order. 


2. In order to speed orders for replacements for O/S or 
O/P materials, it is possible to include a replacement 
list with your original order. This is a list of books from 
which your supplier may choose titles to replace those 
he cannot supply within the time limit set by you.
